Shortly before midnight a determined At- 
tempt was made to storm the approaches to 
the Pantheon to the accompaniment of the

Arrested for Rioting. 

The street leading to the Pantheon was 
guarded and patrolled, no one being allowed 
to pass. During the course of the evening 
some forty students were arrested and kept 
rs the station house until they had cooled 

own. 

The realization that Zola ts being glorified 
not o much as a reward for his prodigious 
Uterary activity but because he was the first 
great leader in the Dreyfus hffair, which 
routed the general staff of the army and 
forced France to purge herself of the charge 


“of social’ injustice, has revived whatever is | 


left of the old animosities that ten years age 
divided France into two camps. 

This is apparent from the rage manifested 
by the former anti<Dreyfus papers, which 
are heaping insults upon the memory of 
Zola as a traducer of France in his novels 
and crying that the transferance of his re- 
mains to the Pantheon isa national diagrace.

The plans for the ‘bershent of the novel- 
ist's body in France's hall of fame are 
complete tonight. The ceremony win be 
elaborate and impressive and almost iden- 
tical with that observed when the body of 
Victor Hugp, the last great Frenchman to 
so honored, was transferred to the Pan- 
theon. 


Body Borne to Pantheon. 

In accordance with the arranged program 
the body, which has been lying under a 
striking bust of the novelist in the cemetery 
of Montmartre, tonight was borne in a simple 
hearse to the Pantheon, where the coffin 
was placed upon a high catafalque erected in 
ye middle transept beneath a high cupola. 

Mme. Zola, Maj. and Mme. Dreyfus, and a 
few intimate friends were all who formed the 
cortége which followed the body to its last 
resting place. They passed quietly through 
the crowds, avoiding notice to prevent insult, 
which was feared, especially ag directed at 
Dreyfus. All remained in the Pantheon for 
part of the evening. 

During the night the body will be watched 
over by friends of the famous writer to pre- 
vent possible manifestations before the tomb. 
It also has been decided #6 increagze the 
police guard at the ceremony in the morning, 


and orders have been given for the arrest of | 


any one who creates the slightest disturbance. 

It has been decided to close the Pantheon 
after the conclusion of the ceremony tomor: 
row and to reopen it on Saturday for the ad- 
mission of the public. 


CHICAGOANS LOSE FIRST ROUND 


Railroad Commission Grants Permis- 
sion to Build Track and Ice 
Houses at Lake Geneva. 


Madison, Wis., June 3.—{Special. }—Chica- 
goans who own summer homes at Lake 
Geneva have lost the first round in the long 
fight against the erection of ice houses on the 
lake and the cpnstruction of a railroad track 
along the south shore. 

The Wisconsin ‘state railroad commission 
tonight granted the petition of the Jefferson 
Ice company, which operates in Chicago, re- 
quiring the Chicago and Northwestern to 
build a spur track from the city of Lake 
Geneva to the company’s ice houses two miles 
west of the city. The spur track will run 
across the country homes of several Chicago 
millionaires. 

Chicago men who have most actively op- 
posed the granting of the order are Charles 
H. Wacker, Kellogg Fairbank, Bartlett Hib- 
bard, and H. H. Porter. It is expected that

Mr. Rockefeller Calls on Primate 
of Treland at Butler Home. 


HAS LESSON IN ETIQUETTE. |, 


| -Bminenee When Introduced. 


Tarrytown, N. T., June 3.—[{Special.}—John 
D. ‘Rockefeller paid his respects to Cardinal 
Logue, primate of all Ireland. at the home of 
James Butler, Kast View, this afternoon 
The meeting was arranged by the Rev. P. 
F. Lennon, pastor of the Church of the Mag- 
dalene at Pocantico Hills and golfing com- 
panion of Mr. Rockefeller. Mr. Rockefeller 
was due at the Butler home at 2:30, but 
shortly after 2 o'clock his big black automo- 
bile came whizzing down State road. The 
machine stopped at West Gate and Mr. 
Rockefeller got out and walked up the road 
alone. He wore a black coat “and striped 
trousers, a white vest, and straw hat. He 
had a carnation for 4 boutonniére. Mr. 
Rockefeller, who was met by reporters, said: 

m afraid I'm a little ahead of time. I 
was to meet the cardinal at 2: 

When he had reached the hiuse he was 
puzzied as to which entrance to use. A 
reporter told him that the cardinal and his 
party were at huncheon, but that Mr. Butler 
requested that he take a chair and he would 
be right out. Mr. Rockefeller declined the 
offer and said he preferred to walk over to 
the east side of the house to be in the sun. In 
a moment Mr. Butler appeared. 


First Lessons in Etiquette. 

“I'm giad to see you, Mr. Butler. 
a beautiful piace you have here. Do you own 
all this? asked Rockefeller. 

„% Tes, replied Butler. 

“ By the way, Mr. Butler, I am not up on 
the etiquette of your church,” said Mr. Rock- 
efeller, “how do you address the cardinal?” 

“ Your eminence,"’ replied Butler. 

„Thank you, I did not know just what to 
do, and I want to be right.” 

It wae then announced that Cardinal Logue 
was ready to receive Mr. Rockefeller, who, 
with Mr. Butler, walked into the large hall 
where his entinence was waiting. Mr. Rocke- 
feller walked forward and grasping the cardi- 
nal’s hand and bowing, he said: 

„ gm pleased to see your eminence. It is 
indeed a great occasion for me.” 

Cardinal Logue bowed and thanked Mr. 
Rockefeller for his good wishes. Then the 
host showed the way to the parior, the cardi- 
nal and the ofl king walking together. When 
they reached the door his eminence said, “you 
first, Mr. Rockefeller.“ No, after you,” 
replied Rockefeller, and the cardinal pro- 
ceeded. 

8 Golf for Cardinal. 

The visit lasted about ten minutes, during 
which ‘time Mr. Rockefeller and Cardinal 
Logue did most of the talking. 

When the health topic was reached Mr. 
Rockefeller said he never felt better and 
attributed it all to golf. 

‘* You should play golf, your eminence; it is 
the greatest health game in the world.” 

His eminence replied he wae afraid he could 
not play the game, but said he understood 
that Father Lennon was an adept at it. 

I regret deeply that I cannot know you 
more intimately, cardinal,’’ said Rockefeller. 
„I would like to be close to you to understand 
your feelings and your responsibilities 
in so high a place in your church. I am 
sorry that we cannot see more of each other.”

Max C. G. Mueller Disappears from 
Highland Park After Instructions 


to Deposit Property Deal Profits.

Cast Into Ice Water. 

Dr. Grenfell had left Battle Harbor, Lebra- 
dor, to attend several patients at another 
settlement ten miles distant and was travel- 
ing over the ice with a pack of dogs when he 
found himeelf driven off the coast by a mov- 
ing ice field. Before he realized it he was 
in an area covered only with broken dritt 
ice and before he could stop the dogs the 
animals had carried him into the water. The 
dogs attempted to climb on Dr. Grenfell’s 
back and he was obliged to fight them before 
he was able to climb onto a solid piece of 
drift ice. The dogs also succeeded in saving 
themselves. 

With the wind blowing a gale from the 
northwest, the temperature 10 below zero and 
night at hand the doctor would have been 
frozen to death, for hie clothing was satu- 
rated, but for the originality and ingenuity 
he displayed. Taking off his skin boots he 
cut them in halves and placed the pieces over 
nis back and chest to shield those parts of 
his body from the biast. As the wind and 
cold increased when night came on he de- 


| termined to kill three of the dogs to afford 


him more warmth and to supply the other

4 Roosevelt Luck“ Prevents 


Death i Plunge Down 
Bank Into Ford. 


BRUISED, HE EN) Ds RIDE. 


Accident, Is Result tof Desire to 


“Try Out“ New and Skit 
tish Steed. | 


Washington. D. C., June 3.—{Special.}— 
President Roosevelt, late yesterday, natrow- 
ly escaped death or serious injury when a 
spirited horse he was riding plunged head 
first’ down A steep bank into the waters of 
Rock creek. As it was, the president was 
severely bruised by his fall and eager sl 2 
avold the flying heels of the steed, 

This was the second time since Mr. Roose- 
velt became president that the proverbial 
„Roosevelt luck has saved him from im- 
pending death, The previous accident oc- 
curred in Pittsfield; Mass., when a trolley 
car plunged into the president's carriage, 
killing the secret service man who accom- 
panied the chief executive, 

Mrs. Roosevelt was present at the acci- 
dent at Rock Creek park yesterday, the 
‘other member of the party being Cornelius 
McDermott, the stalwart artillery sergeant 
who has attended the president on all his 
horseback rides around washington for sey- 

Trying Out New Mount. 

Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt started out from 
Sheridan circle, where they had alighted 
from a White house carriage and where their 
saddle ‘horses. with Sergeant McDermott in 
charge, were waiting. The sergeant had a 
young and spirited steed from Fort Myer, 
of skittish variety and full of mettle, and 
nothing would do but the president must 
try him. out, 

The change in mounts wae made and the 
party started on their long ride, the ser t 
riding a few rods in the-rear eo as to watch 
the horse the president was trying. 

All went well until they reached the bowlder 
bridge, a mile from the starting point. A 
short distance from the bridge is a ford. 
the water being only twe feet deep, and 
the president and Mrs. Roosevelt started to 
cross it. 


Horse Balks at Ford. 


The president's mount didn’t like the looks 
of the watér. He had no sooner set foot in 
it than he wheeled and started for the bank, 
which rises rather precipitously from the 
edge of the stream. Mr. Roosevelt reined 
him sharply and forced him to enter the 
stream again only to be carried backward 
up the bank. 

As he reached the top the horse plunged 
violently and reared at the same time, be- 
ginning to slip rapidly down the bank. When 
the..president felt the animal slipping he 
prepared to jump and did. so just in time 
to clear himself from the saddle and stirrups 
before_the. excited. horse struck the water. 
Mr: Roosevelt fortunately was not caught 
underneath in the plunge.’ 

The horse fell on his back and the president 
was lucky in the fact that, although the ani- 
mal went into the water with his legs in the 
air, the flying hoofs were not close enough 
to the fallen rider to inflict any injury. To 
that circumstance he probably owes his life, 
but ae it was he was severely bruised. 


- Remounts and Ends His Ride. 

He scrambled out Im a jiffy and instantly 
assured Mrs. Roosevelt that he was not seri- 
ously hurt. Then he turned his attention to 
catching the horse, which had scrambled to 
the bank and was making off. The sergeant 
soon recaptured the animal, and the president 
remounted and resumed his ride. 

Mr. Roosevelt rode for an hour along the 
park reads and returned to the White house 
just before inner time. The only visible sign 
of the accident was his wet clothing, but this 
attracted no attention, for the president often 
has forded deep places * Rock creek and 
Chesapeake canal on foot, even in winter. 

Mr. Roosevelt told his visitors this morning 
that he regarded it as great good fortune that 
he had been able*to clear himself from the 
horse before completing the fall, and es- 
pecially that he had not been kicked while the 
animal was struggling on his back in the 
stream. 

Second Fall.in Same Place. 


The president made light of his injuries, but 
admitted his brulges were painful. The wa- 
ter, he suid, broke the force of his fall on the 
rocks. 

Four-years ago the president fell from his 
horse in the same vicinity and his head struck 
a stone by the roadside. On thet occasion 
he was unaccompanied except by his order- 
ly, and he made his way back to the city 
bleeding. On the way to the White house he 
called at the residence of the late John Hay, 
then secretary of state, where his bruises 
were dressed.

Light Companies to Benefit.’ 


Independent electric light companies will 
have their rate of compensation to the city 
reduced from 10 to 8 per cent of their gross 
receipts provided they reduce their rates to 
patrons to 8 cents a kilowatt hour. 

After reaching this decision yesterday the 
council committee on gas, oil and electric 
light appointed a subcommittee to draft the 
necessary ordinance. 

The action was taken in considering the 
petition of Louls Weber & Co., asking that 
the rate of compensation be reduced to 3 per 
cent on consideration that the rate to con- 
sumers de made from 8 to 10 conts an hour by 
the company. 

The. committe received information that 
the Chicago Telephone company was at work 
om an accounting system under which it 
would be able to determine accurately the 
exact cost of its various set vices as a basis 
for a reduction of rates. 

To Protect Sewer. 

City Engineer Ericson took measures yes- 
terday to protect the intercepting sewer 
which runs along the lake shore south of 
Thirty-ninth street from the inroads of the 
lake. He said it might cost around $2,000 
to put in new piers to protect the sewer, 
which cost the city $2,000,000. The Illinois 
Central railroad may have to share the ex- 
pense.

We inherit a predisposition to take drugs 
and liquors for the relief of our paine and 
physical troubles only,“ said Dr. T. D. Croth- 
ers. It a man's father was a drunkard the 
son does not inherit a penchant for drink, 
but he does inherit, by reason of his father's 
failing, less power to resiet the desire to seek 
relief from his physical troubles in drink.” 

Ano “searcher after plausible excuses 
for his failings—the school boy--wae given a 
good one by Dr. Aletander McAllister of 
Camden, N. J., who spoke in the afternoon 
before the section. dealing Nu diseases of 
children. 

Dr. Mellister declared thet the present 
system of educating children, especially boys, 
wae injurious to their health and that the 
health of the entire nation was by it.

Would Regulate Patent Potions, 
Dr. C. .

He 
also erttſeiseck the pure ‘food laws, which 
merely compel the medicine. manufacturers 
to say what amount of drug enters into the 
composition of soothing syrups.

They ac- 
count for the last diteh activities in the 
camp of the allied forces and indicate why 
the combined candidates are looking to the 
action of the national committee and of the 
credentials committee of the convention as 
being decisive. 

Until the contests involving 229 seats in the 
convention Have been determined, the al- 
es refuse to believe that Secretary Taft 
has the nomination in his hand. Mr. Kealing’s 
figures credit the Ohioan with 359 votes on the 
Arst roll call. They give the combined candi- 
Gates 392 delegates. 

They profess the genuine belief that Mr. 
Taft's friends have counted too strongly on 
delegates not instructed, have made too gen- 
erous an allowance of uninstructed delegates 
to themselves, and have calculated on too 
meny ot the contested members of the con- 
vention. 

Mr. Hitchcock claims 6517 delegates in- 
‘gtructed for Taft, thirty-six delegates from 
conventions which inaorsed the secretary, 
and thirty-one delegates who have declared 
for him. He gives the’ opposition 227 dele- 
gates. 

Taft Men Take Up Platform. 

While these arithmetical disputes enliven 
the preliminary days of the conventi0n sea- 
gon, the friends and supporters of Mr. Taft, 
considering that the fight has been won, 
are working over the details of the platform.

NOT, OPPOSITES. 


Association Holds View That 
Men and Women Are Comple- 
mentary, Not Antagonistic. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, June 3.—Prominent opponents of 
woman suffrage have formed the National 
Woman's Anti-Suffrage association to 
combat the suffragettes’ campaign. 

A circular will be issued tomorrow setting 
forth the principles and objects of the asso- 
ciation, It will have numerous signers, in- 
cluding thé Marchioness of Tweedale, the 
countess of Jersey, Mrs, Humphry Ward, 
Lord Dunraven, and Lord Rothschild. 


Declare Sexes Not Antagonistic. 

The promoters say they wish to combat the 
spirit of sex ant iam which the woman 
suffrage propaganhdais arousing. They want 
the fact recognized that men and women are 
not antagonistic, but complementary. 

They believe that women's ephere ie the 
Home, and, while granting women’s work in 
municipal bodies has been valuable, and 
should be continued, they protest against 
bestowing the parliamentary franchise upon 
them. 

They contend that the effectiveness of 
women's legislative power could not ex- 
ceed the Umits of the moral force exerciséd 
by their influence on men. 


Vote Would End Influence. 


This influence is immens without the vote 
and it would naturally be lessened propor- 
tionally as the women attempted to become 
the competitors and rulers of men. The 
promoters add: 

“Not a few women object to having the 
franchiee forced upon them. They are well 
aware that in a majority of cases the wom- 
en would simply shew their views to their 
male relatives, in which case the franchise 
would be useless. In others discord might 
result from their opposition, in which case 


| it would be pernicious.“

tics prepared by Dr. C. St. Clair Drake of | 
the city department of health. 

Although the general death rate in 1007 
was nearly 10 per cent higher than the ten 
year average of this city, it was nevertheless 
18.6 per cent lower than the New York rate, | 
18.6 lower than the Philadelphia rate, 28 
per cent lower than St. Louis, 20.5 per cent 
lower than Boston, and 80.7 per cent lower 
than the rate of Baltimore. 

Only one city in the United States with 
more than 800,000 inhabitants had a lower 
general death rate in 1907 than Chicago, and 
that was Milwaukee—a city about one-sev- 
enth the size of Chicago. 

“Chicago's location has much to do with 
ite low death rate, Dr. Drake explained: 
There is no doubt but the lake is a great 
saving factor. Our cool nights, after hot 
days; the wind which gives this the name 
of the ‘windy city,’ frequent rain storms, 
washing the atmosphere, all are contributing 
causes to the reduotion of mortality. The 
special efforts of the health authorities to 
save the lives of infants also havea great in-

The average death rate from this dis- 
ease, in cities of 500,000 population and over,“ 
said Dr. Drake, was more than 107 per 
cent higher last year than in European cities 
of the same size. The diarrheal diseases—first 
cousins of typhold—also were much greater 
factors in mortality in our large cities than 
in the cities of Europe, the excess being near- 
ly 88 per cent.“

‘IN EPSOM DERBY. 


Signorinetta, Owned by an 
Italian, Wins the Great. 
Race with Ease.

ODDS OF 100 TO 1 LAID. 


‘American Horses, Norman III. 
and Seasick II., Run Well 
but Short Time. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON. June 8-—Signorinetta won the 
$32,500 Derby at Epsom today, with 100 to,1 
Against her chances. The filly is owned by 
Chevalier E. Gineserelll and she won by two 
lengths. The duke of Portland's Primer, at 
40 to 1, against, was second, a neck in front 
of Barcl Walkers Liangwm, at 100 to 8 
against. teen horses ran. 

The tapes were twice broken before a good 
start was made, the duke of Westminster’s 
Vamoose being left at the post. F. Groton’s 
Orphah took the.lead, followed by Mountain 
Apple, Moet, Mercutio, Norman III., Seasick 
II., and Sir Archibald for two furlongs, when 
Mercutio went to the front, with Orphah, Nor- 
man III., Seasick II., Moet, and White Eagle 
close behind in the order named. A mile from 
home Norman III. took first place, just ahead 
of Mountain Apple. Both were well clear of 
Orphah and Royal Realm. 

Entering the stretch, Mountain Apple led 
Sir Archibald and White Eagle, with 
Signoretta next. A short distance from 
home the last named took command, winning 
comfortably. Mountain Apple was fourth. 


Only One Longer Shot. 


The starting prices show Norman III. and 
Mountain Apple shared the favoritism at 11 
to 2. Seasick II. was next at 7 to 1, and then Per- 
rier, the king’s entry, at 100 to 8. Signorinetta 
was second from the bottom in the betting order. 
the last being Azote at 200 to1 

Although the turf writers bad discussed at much 
length the international character of the race and 
the prospects of the blue ribbon going either to 
France or the United States. such an outsider as 


‘Bignorinetta was left entirely outside their calcu- 


lat ons The victory of the milk fed Azote would 
have ted less surprise. 

Astonishment at the collapse of the choices al- 
most equaled that over the success of the winner, 
Norman III. belted all appearances, not only tn re- 
sult but In the running. He was beaten at an as- 
tonishingly early period of the race, and half way 
down the hill he collapsed entirely. Seasick II. 
traveled well enough until he reached the same 
descent. Then he dropped back at every stride. 
Perrien obstinately refused to try until the race 
virtually was over. 

As for the thousands who make 
picnic and only bet for amusement igen 
boomed favorites, their stupefaction was amusing 
to see. If an elephant had suddenly burst out 
ahead in the throng of competitors these onlookers 
peg a wee amazed.

lier Ginistrelli, with squat figure nad tones 
Italian face, came forward, emiling, but not ex- 
cited, and led his horse in.

Sig. Gintstrem differs from the majority of turf- 
ites in heving an affection for his horses. He owns 
only four. He breeds, breaks. and trains them 
himeelf. He is not too proud to gtoom them, if he 
thinks his stablemen are handling them too rough- 
ly. When one of his horees is racing he always 
oversees its saddling. Today after he had led in 
the mare he hurried away to sce that she was 
properly rubbed down instead of waiting to receive 
congratulations from hie friends. 


Americans Back Norman III. 


The bulk of American money tn London was on 
Belmont’s colt, Norman III., although Vanderbilt's 
Seasick II. was a well batcleed: second choice. This 
wes the case particularly with American money 
from Paris.’ 

The most popular victory with the Englishman 
would have been by Perrier, King Edward's 
horse. If he had won the scenes certainly would 
have surpassed in enthusiasm those of twelve years 
ago, when the king. as prince of Wales, won the 
Derby with Persimmon. 

Signorinetta is the first filly to win the blue ribbon 
singe the victory of Shotover in 1882. Seasick II. 
finished sixth, King Edward's Perrier thirteenth, 
Normag III. fifth, and Asote, the miik fed horse, 
The American jockeys in the race 
were Lyne on Mountain Apple and Maher on 
Liangurn. 

Bullock, Signorinetta’a jockey, recently wae 
associated with Rich Croker, and rode many 
winnexs for him in Ireland. He now rides chiefly 
for Dr. McCabe, who trained Croker’s Orby, but 
now. has his own stable. 

Not since Jeddah, another 100 to 1 outsider, won 
the Derby in 1898 bas there been such an utter 
rout of the favorites. Signorinetta never has a 
seen to advantage. She could only reach fifth 
in this year’s Newmarket s t is — 
that the filly did not carry more das of the 
public’s money, and her victory was received with 
biank dismay. 

The quoted price on her was purely nominal. The 
layers would have given any price asked. Except 
from the bookmakers, who had reaped perhaps the 
richest harvest of their lives, there was not a cheer 
to proclaim the victory of the Italian entry. 

For the first time in its long history the English 
Derby has fallen to an Italian. But Chevalier 
Gintstrelli is no stranger to the English turf, as he 
has maintained a small stable in that country for 
more than twenty years. 

The chevalier first became famous owing to the 
prowess of Signorina, a fill? by St. Stmon—Belle 

of Portice which proved Invincible as a 2 year 
old. She ‘was built on a large scale, so her exer- 
tions at an early age told on- her. In consequence 
she finished nowhere in the Oaks. 

As a 4 year old she redeemed herself, as at weight 
for sex she made hacks of Orme and all her 
other opponents in the 380,000 Lancashire plate at 
Manchester. 

In the opinion of many good judges Signorina 
was the best mare ever sired by the famous St. 
Simon. At the stud she produced Signoreno, which 
ran third for the Derby. and has now surpassed 
that record by producing the actual . of the 

t race. 

The eire of Signorinettia is the French bred 
Chartreuse, once owned by the te Sir James 
Miller, and afterwards offered for a song to Mr. 
Belmont by the beronet’s executore when the 
owner of Morma purchased Rock Sand from 
them for §125,000.

For that reason the 
statistical work is largely in the way of pre- 
paring a framework for the collection of 
data which must not only be accurate at 
some particular time but must be up to 
date with reference to the time at which the 
tariff is actually to be gone over. 

There is, however, a movement on foot 
now to have the statistical machinery ready 
with preliminary figures brought down to 
next fall so that in cage it is found necessary 
to undertake tariff revision under the pres- 
ent administration the figures will be at 
hand as soon as they are wanted. 

If the election in November decides for a 
democratic president or a democratic house 
of representatives congress can be and will 
be called into a special session almost im- 
mediately.

Can Be Sure of Revision.

The presi- 
dent and ‘state department would have dis- 
cretion only to determine whether any par- 
ticular foreign country was applying its best 
or its worst rates to us. There would be 
no medium ground at all and no disturbance 
to business conditions. 

Furthermore, -foreign countries would 
know exactly what to expect of us, and they 
would be extremely slow to discriminate 
against a single one of our products if they 
knew that immediately they would have to 
pay something like 25 per cent additional on 
all of their exports to the United States. 

The tariff, therefore, will be revised begin- 
ning in November, if necessary, otherwise 
in the spring, on republican principles, and 
if the election is satisfactory, so there is 
time enough, there certainly will be gdded a 
scientific reciprocity feature. 
whole subject ought to be out of the way by 
this time next year. In no event will there 
be a tariff for revenue or any radical de- 
parture from protective principles for many 
years to come.
